W ashington, Sept, s.—An issue of 
grave Importance has been raised be­ 
tween the United States and Austria- 
Hungary as a result of a statem ent 
marie to Secretary Lansing by 
Dr. 
C onstantine 
Theodor 
Dumba, 
the 
Austro-Hungarian am bassador. 
Mr. Dumba is said to have inform­ 
ed Mr. Lansing that, in writing the 
letter to Foreign Minister Durian, sug­ 
gesting m easures whereby the Bethle­ 
hem Steel and other munition plants 
might be em barrassed 
by 
the with­ 
drawal of 
Austro-Hungarian 
work­ 
men, he was acting in accordance with 
instructions 
issued 
by his 
govern­ 
ment. 
The letter, which was found on the 
person of J. F. J. Archibald by British 
authorities in London last week, it 
now develops, was not a suggestion 
originating with A m bassador Dumba, 
but a report subm itted ui>on orders 
from Vienna. 
In the opinion of officials the Durn 
ba letter, In the light of the statem ent 
m ade by the am bassador, becomes a 
question for discussion between the 
two governments. 
It 
Is the 
understanding 
that the 
question 
will now be subm itted to 
President Wilson 
for 
determ ination 
and that w hatever action is taken will 
be dictated by the president himself. 
W hether the Incident will lead to the 
recall of A m bassador Dumba will be­ 
come known In the near future. 
I lie conference at the state d epart­ 
m ent was held as a result of an en­ 
gagem ent m ade at the instance of Am­ 
bassador Dumba, following tile publi­ 
cation of the letter taken from Cap­ 
tain Archibald, the American w ar cor­ 
respondent. 
The am bassador told his 
story at length to Secretary of State 
Lansing, 
who refused, 
however, to 
m ake any com m ent on the call or its 
possible consequences. 
It Is pointed out that a request for 
the recall of the am bassador will hard­ 
ly satisfy 
the situation, where the 
am bassador has merely obeyed the In­ 
structions of Ills government.

R u ssian s H olding Their Own at Most

london, Sept. S.—The news that 
Emperor Nicholas had placed himself 
at the head of his army, which he an­ 
nounced in a telepram to Raymond 
Poincare, president of France, and the 
visit paid by the French commander- 
in-chief, Gene.rat Joffre, to the Italian 
army, foreshadow, it is believed in 
military circles here, stirring event.*

It is declared the Russians already 
are nearly, if not quite holding their 
own against the Austrians and Ger­ 
man's, whose advance at most points 
has been stopped, and in places are 
on the offensive. 
Riga remains the danger point, but 
the fact that the Russians continue to 
occupy the town after the Germans 
have advanced to the Dvina, south­ 
east of Riga, lends military writers 
to the conclusion that the Russians 
feel reasonably sure of their ability 
to defend the river anil in time to 
push sufficiently far westward to re 
lieve the pressure on their forces on 
the shores of the gulf of Riga.

The Dispatch In quoting President 
Geo. E. Vincent comparison of Den­ 
m ark’s system of road building with 
the methods In vogue in this country 
omitted one very Important feature 
of D enm ark’s road system, namely, 
The Danish governm ent in building 
It* perm anent high-priced stone roads 
docs not follow section lines but ra th ­ 
er the shortest route between two giv­ 
en points, usually two m arket towns. 
If this be good public policy In a 
country where agricultural lands are 
worth several hundred per cent more 
than In Crow Wing county,

follow their example in building the 
Gull lake road, running as it does 
through territory that bas no great 
agricultural value?
